PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Sorrento Planning Board continued to participate in monthly meetings of the 
Hancock County Planning Commission in Ellsworth and has copies of all addenda 
and issues considered on file. 

The following meetings of H.C.P.C. Committees were attended: The Housing: 
Committee - from October 1975 to present date; the Bylaws Committee - from 
December 1975 to March 1976; and the Acadia National Park Review Committee - 
from July 1976 to present time. All of the material from all H.C.P.C. monthly 
meetings from 1972 on is available for anyone to use in the Planning Board files. 

In the town of Sorrento there have been two docks approved by the D.E.P. and 
Army Engineers, and licenses issued. A subdivision application has been sent to 
Dexter Chaffee for a subdivision of three houses on their own property. Preliminary 
maps have been drawn up by the architect. Other subdivision ideas have been 
considered by two other persons. Plans have been drawn up for addition to a 
summer house along the shore to be completed this summer. There are other 
proposals for building within the shoreland zone. 

The Sorrento Land Use Resource Inventory Pamphlets were selected by the Con- 
servation Commission to be printed statewide and distributed to those who wished 
them. New Sorrento Coastal Inventory Resource Maps have been received from the 
Maine State Planning Office and are accessible to anyone interested. 

Two more members have been appointed to the Planning Board, bringing the 
number back to five with no alternates. The year has been very active and next year 
promises to start off with much to do on a Comprehensive Plan for Sorrento.

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PLANNING BOARD ITEMS TO BE INCLUDED 
IN TOWN REPORT FOR 1976-77 


1. Comprehensive Plan - Funding required to develop the plan as Title 30, State of 
Maine Revised Statutes. 

Per Section No. 4961 as follows: 

1. Definition. ‘‘Comprehensive Plan’’ shall mean a compilation of policy 
statements, goals, standards, maps and pertinent data relative to the past, present 
and future trends of the municipality with respect to its population, housing, 
economics, social patterns, Jand use, and water resources and their use, transporta- 
tion facilities and public facilities prepared by the municipal planning board, agency 
or office. The comprehensive plan, being as much a process as a document capable 
of distribution, may at successive stages, consist of data collected, preliminary 
plans, alternative action proposals, and finally as a comprehensive plan to be 
adopted. In its final stages, it may consist of a series of subsidiary but interrelated 
plans such as, but not limited to, a water and sewerage system plan, a land use plan, 
a community facilities plan, a transportation plan, an urban renewal or 
rehabilitation plan, an air or water pollution control plan, and a park and open 
space plan. The comprehensive plan shall include recommendations for plan execu- 
tion and implementation such as, but not limited to, a capital improvements pro- 
gram, renewal and rehabilitation programs, land use control ordinances, and 
building, safety and housing codes. The comprehensive plan shall include 
mechanisms which will ensure alternatives, and revision. The comprehensive plan 
may include planning techniques such as, but not limited to, planned unit develop- 
ment, site plan approval, open space zoning and clustered development. 

2. Public Participation In the preparation of a comprehensive plan, the public 
shall be given an adequate opportunity to be heard. 

Appropriation requested: $2,500. 


2. Planning Board Appropriation - 

Section No. 4964 Savings provisions 

Any planning board or district established and any ordinance, comprehensive 
plan or map adopted under a prior and repealed statute shall remain in effect until 
abolished, amended or repealed. Any property or use existing in violation of such an 
ordinance is a nuisance. Planning boards established pursuant to provisions of re- 
pealed section 4952, subsection | shall continue to be governed by those provisions 
until they are superseded by municipal ordinance and the municipal officers may 
pay board members a set amount, not to exceed $10, for each meeting attended. 


3. Compensation For Meeting Attendance - Annually 


Sorrento - 5 members x 12 = 60 meetings 
Ellsworth - 2 members x 12 = 24 meetings 
Augusta - 2 members x 2 Mtgs. = 4 
Special Committees - 2 members x 12 Mtgs. = 412

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SULLIVAN-SORRENTO 
HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


To: The Town of Sorrento: 

The Sullivan-Sorrento Historical Society continued to forge ahead in 1976. Most 
noteworthy was our participation in the Bicentennial Celebration activities on July 
11th. The Sullivan Bicentennial flag, the Presidential citation to Sullivan-Sorrento 
as a Bicentennial Community and all of the records of the Bicentennial Town 
Committee are now in the Society’s collection. 

During the year, Herbert T. Silsby II told us some ‘‘Little Known Facts on Daniel 
Sullivan”? and his four brothers, Francis Sinclair reminisced on ‘‘Early History and 
Facts of the East Sullivan - Tunk Area,’’ Jeff Smith discussed the archaeological dig 
in East Sullivan of his Sumner High School class, Alice Wheatland Wellman 
presented an illustrated talk on ‘‘Archaeology in Maine’’ and ‘‘Maine’s Coastal In- 
habitants’’ of some 9,000 years ago, Dr. Francis Chafee in a program called ‘‘Hither 
and Yon’’ showed his excellent slides taken in Sorrento and on his worldwide 
travels, Midshipmen Charles Simpson and Michael Randall of Maine Maritime 
Academy gave an illustrated talk on their experiences during ‘‘Operation Sail’’ 
aboard TV State of Maine, we viewed historic films and had just plain business 
meetings. Interesting programs are also planned for 1977 - all are invited to attend. 
We continue to meet on the 3rd Wednesday of each month, generally at the 
Recreation Center. Our Annual Meeting is held in June. 

Our Newsletter is now three issues old and has been well received. The October 
issue of ‘‘Maine History News’’ (which may be seen at Frenchman’s Bay Library) 
reproduced our masthead, designed by Elizabeth Buell, and noted that ‘‘interesting 
historical items are featured.’’ This issue also listed the various items sold by the 
Society - the Wisconsin Historical Society has ordered copies of our two maps. 

We also displayed and sold items at the Book Fair held at Bethel in September in 
conjunction with the 15th anniversary of the Maine League of Historical Societies 
and Museums. In 1977, the League’s Annual Meeting will be held at Camden- 
Rockport - all Society members are invited to attend. 

During the year, we printed twelve different postcards from photographs in our 
collection and also sold copies of six photographic postcards done in the mid-1920’s 
by Mary Dexter Sharpe Chafee. Over 300 cards were sold in 1976 at meetings and at 
Frenchman’s Bay Library. Total net sales for the year were down slightly - to $110. 
Total 1976 receipts, including cash and ‘‘in kind’”’ contributions, amounted to $147. 
- the 1972-76 total was $1439., giving us a good backlog should we apply for another 
matching grant in 1977. For expenses such as fixing up the room at the Recreation 
Center (and hopefully our own building to be acquired someday), we also need 
membership dues! Total Society membership is now 188 (although all members have 
not yet paid 1976-77 dues) - Regular ($1.) - 96; Sustaining ($5.) - 55; Contributing 
($25.) - 18; Life ($50.) - 11; Benefactor ($100.) - 0; Honorary - 8. Dues are payable 
each July Ist. 

We received 67 gifts in 1976, totalling over 500 individual items. Soon we hope to 
start moving into our room at the Recreation Center. The intense, dry heat 
generated by the sun shining through the East windows made it dangerous for our 
collection to move it there last summer. We have now blocked off those windows. 
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The latest problem is rain leaking through the windows. As soon as this is corrected, 
we will start to move and hope to have an exhibit ready in the spring. In the 
meantime, our exhibit continues at Frenchman’s Bay Library. 

Several Society members are now working with the Maine Old Cemetery Associa- 
tion on their ambitious project of recording all Maine cemeteries. If anyone has 
knowledge of any small cemeteries which we might have missed, please let us know - 
or, better still, copy off all information on the stones. To date MOCA has compiled 
an index to over 90,000 persons buried in over 1,750 Maine cemeteries. Researchers 
use this index more and more each year. 

We urge the support of all residents of Sorrento and Sullivan in the preservation 
of our local history.

The Sullivan-Sorrento Bicentennial Town Committee extends its thanks to the 
citizens of Sorrento and Sullivan for their help and participation in making the Bi- 
centennial Celebration a memorable one. As a result of our joint efforts, Sullivan- 
Sorrento received a Presidential citation recognizing it as a Bicentennial Community 
and Bicentennial flags were awarded to both towns. We have been advised by the 
National American Revolution Bicentennial Administration that all of our activities 
are now in the BINET system and in the permanent ARBA archives. 

The festivities here began in October 1974 with a fund-raising Harvest Supper at 
the Recreation Center (a sell-out). In May 1975, ‘‘America in Song”’ - a musical 
program involving both young and old - was presented at Sumner High School to 
further add to our treasury (another sell-out). That Summer we entered a float, 
‘‘The Capture of Daniel Sullivan in 1781,’ in the Franklin Sesquicentennial Parade 
and were awarded a 2nd prize in the Most Original category. In November, members 
of the re-created Daniel Sullivan Militia Company (2nd Co., 6th Lincoln Regt.) 
presented a program. 

The Bicentennial Year started with a booth at Sumner High School’s Spring Festi- 
val, at which we displayed historical items, and ended in a burst of fireworks at the 
old granite wharf in West Sullivan on August 30th. The highlight of the Summer 
came on July 11th when we celebrated the 200th anniversary of the Daniel Sullivan 
Militia Company. Opening ceremonies were held at the Daniel Sullivan monument 
in Sorrento Cemetery by the re-created Militia Co. and the Jeremiah Colburn Fife 
and Drum Corps. Following this, participants stopped at the Sullivan homesite on 
Doane’s Point and visited Maplecrest Nursing Home. A supper was served at the 
Recreation Center to roughly 90 members of the Militia, the Fife and Drum Corps 
and loyal ‘‘camp followers’’ by the ladies of the four Sorrento and Sullivan 
churches, with music provided by the Brow of the Hill Band. After supper, a parade 
to Sumner Memorial Park in West Sullivan was led by the Militia and Fife and 
Drum Corps, who then provided an impressive military program, including musket 
and cannon salutes and a performance by the Fife and Drum Corps. The evening 
ended with a rousing Community Sing. 

Special thanks are extended to the following: Boy Scouts; Brow of the Hill Band; 
the ladies of the Ashville Community Church, North Sullivan United Methodist 
Church, Sorrento Community Church and Sullivan Harbor Union Baptist Church; 
the schools; Selectmen of Sorrento and Sullivan; Sorrento-Sullivan Recreation 
Center; Sullivan-Sorrento Historical Society; Volunteer Fire Departments of 
Sorrento and Sullivan; Rev. John Watson and members of the Sullivan Harbor 
Union Baptist Church Choir (Community Sing); Sumner Memorial Park 
Commission and Sea Breeze Garden Club (who readied the Park for the evening fes- 
tivities - SBGC also provided decorations for the two suppers); Frenchman’s Bay 
Library Committee (who sponsored a poster, poetry and essay contest in the schools 
and awarded Bicentennial medals to the winners); Conservation Committee (who 
provided directional signs and started work on a park at the Recreation Center);

At your requost, I have examined the financial records of the 


Town of Sorrento for the municipal year ended December 31, 1976. 


The operating cach balance at year ond amounted to $18,084.15, 
or an decrease of $5,346.65 over the prior year. ‘The cash balances 
were reconciled with the bank statement and/or savings account pass- 


bookse 


Savings Account passbooks were examined on the following cash 


reserve accounts: 


Federal Revenue Sharing $7,462.52 
Purchase - Fire Truck $12,643.09 
Municipal Pier $2,132.87 


Interest earned is added to the particular reserve account 


each yeare 


Unpaid taxes were reconciled with the Tax Commitment and prior 
year balances. ‘The 1976 Tax Commitment anounted to $104,038.83. 
Collections in 1976 amounted to $93,924.89 or 90.3%. Abatenents 
of 1976 taxes amounted to $714. Overpayments carried to the sub- 
sequent year amounted to $54.55. The reserve for uncollectible 
taxes was increased to $1,500.00 to cover uncollectible personal 


property taxcse 


Unappropriated surplus at year end amounted to $24,098.56 as 
compared to $24,288.93 for the prior yeare A reconciliation of 
unappropriated surplus is shown in Exhibit C. The Townspeople 
voted $6,500.00 from surplus to be applied $5,000.00 to adminis- 
tration and $1,500.00 to Improved Town Roads. 


The balance of $1,774.82 carried as an unexpended balance in 
the Schoodic Community School District assesement account was not 
applied against the 1975 or 1976 assessment. This balance has 
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been carried from the 1973-74 municipal year. The balance should 
be either applied against a current year aasescnent or the dispo- 
sition of the balance should be determined by the Townspeople at 


the annual town noeting. 


The Federal Revenie Sharing account shows a cash balance of 
$5,178.60, and the balance of $2,283.72 represents uncommitted 
funds. The cash for the prior year appropriations has not been 
transferred to the operating account. The amount to be transforred 
anounts to $5,178.60, representing a 1976 appropriation for Revalu- 


ation of the Town and 1974 expended appropriations of $2,678.60. 


The Townspeople voted at the March 1, 1976, town meeting to 
change the municipal year from December 3lst to June 40th, the 


change to be effective for the following fiscal year. 


Our examination included an inspection of warrants, cancelled 
checks and invoices of certain accounts, inspection of all re- 
ceipts for selected periods and such other procedures as were 
deemed appropriate in the circumstances.

SULLIVAN — SORRENTO 
HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


TO: The Town of Sorrento: 

It has been six years since we organized the Sullivan-Sorrento Historical Society 
on January 12, 1972, with eleven charter members. We now have over 150 members 
on our membership list and continue to grow in number each year. 

During the spring of 1977 we moved the major part of our Historical Exhibit from 
the Frenchman’s Bay Library into our Historical Society Room at the Recreation 
Center. During the summer months the room was open to the public during the same 
hours as the Library hours and was manned by volunteer members. Many people 
who were unable to attend monthly meetings had a chance to see the exhibit during 
this time. Our Building Committee is still looking for a permanent building or place 
to house our growing historical collections. The Directors of the Recreation Center 
voted to make the room available to the Historical Society for another year. 

We received many new acquisitions through the year of 1977, including many 
items from the estates of Margaret N. Caldwell, Jonas R. Crane of Winter Harbor, 
Adelbert Gordon, Dr. and Mrs. Parker Heath, and Mr. and Mrs. Herbert Whyte. 

We had several interesting programs during the past year. In April, our Society 
was invited to the Cordelia Standwood Museum in Ellsworth and Chandler Rich- 
mond, Curator, gave a most interesting slide/talk to our group and a tour through 
the museum. Capt. George Cunha, Director-Conservator of the New England 
Document Center told us the proper way to preserve documents and records of our 
his orical collections. John Bardwell, Chairman of Maine’s Historic Preservation 
Commission, presented a film on historic York, Maine, and slides of his trip with 
the Arnold Expedition to Quebec during the Bicentennial year of 1976. Marius Pela- 
deau, Director of Farnsworth Museum in Rockland spoke on the life and 
photographs of Chansonetta Stanley Emmons and showed many of her color 
lantern slides. George Airth of Lamoine was a guest speaker and showed slides on 
Scotland and England. ‘‘Down to the Sea in Ships’’ was enjoyed by a joint meeting 
of the Frenchman’s Bay Library Committee and the Historical Society when C. 
Gardner Lane, Director of the Penobscot Marine Museum in Searsport spoke to us. 
Interesting programs are also planned for 1978 - all are invited to attend. We 
continue to meet on the 3rd Wednesday of each month at the Recreation Center. 
Our Annual Meeting is held in June. 

The project of copying all of the Town Records was started, proving to be a 
complicated and time consuming task. Sales of postcards, notepaper, maps, prisms, 
and ‘‘Adventures in Maine History’’ decreased slightly during the year. 

In June 1977 our fourth issue of our Newsletter was printed. Previous issues have 
been in January 1976, May 1976 and October 1976. We would like to be able to 
complete more issues, but need help in getting items to the Newsletter editors and 
more active participation on the Newsletter Committee. 

Again, we urge the support of all residents of Sullivan and Sorrento in the 
preservation of our local history.

I urge everyone to obtain fire permits for all fires after the snow leaves the ground 
from myself or from Asst. Warden Kent Hasting.

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AUDIT COMMENTS 


At your rezuest, I have examined the financial records of 
the Town of Scrrento for the municival year ended December 31, 


1977. 


The operating cash balance at year end amounted ‘to 
$30,804.25, or an increase of $12,720.10 over the prior year. 
The cash balances were reconciled with the bank statements and/ 


or savings account passbooks. 


Savines account passbooks were examined on the following 


cash reserve accounts: 


Federal Revenue Sharing $5,406.40 
Purchase - Fire Truck $8,994.26 
Municipal Pier $3,258.92 
Federzl Anti-Recession Funds $576.24 


Interest earned is added to the particular reserve account each 


yeare 


Unpaid taxes were reconciled with the tax commitment and 
prior year balances. All 1977 taxes committed were rounded off 
to the nearest whole doliar amount. The total commitnent for 
1977 amounted to $124,427. There was also $1,236.00 worth of 
supplemental *axes committed for collection. During the munici- 
pal year, collections of $111,723.58 were made against the 1977 
taxes. This represents 88.9% of the total tax commitment. Of 


the 1977 taxes committed, abatements amounted to $2.683. 


Write offs of prior year uncoliectible personal property 
taxes amounted to $676.60. The reserve fur uncollectibdle taxes 
has been increased by $400.00 to cover all possible iosses from 


uncollectible personal property taxes owed at year end. 


Unappropriated Surplus at year end amounted to $39.485.llas 
compared to $24,098.56 for the prior year. A reconcitiation of
